DEATH IN THE KIVEB. 


J. Edward Schwantz Drowned at 


the Water WorHs Dam. 


From Monday's Daily. 


Saturday evening between 5 and 6 


o'clock J. Edward Schwantz, aged 17 
years, met his death by drowning in the 
Sangamon river above the water works 
dam, 
and on Sunday afternoon the 


funeral took place from ths residence of 
the parents of the deceased, Mr, and 
Mrs. Joseph Schwantz, 1404 East North 
street. 


The particulars of the sad fatality were 


brought out at the inquest, which was 
held Saturday evening by Cononer Ben- 
dnre at Undertaker Bullard's establish- 
ment in the Syndicate Block. The jury- 
men were Dr. N. D. Myers, L. T. Arm- 
strong, Adam Lynch, W. D. Kirkwood, 
John Welch and 0. N. Wagenseller. 


Th» deceased and his friend, John 


Blume, went to the river early in the 
evening to bathe 
Ed. could not swim; 


neither could Blnme. 
They went in 


above the dam. In a short time Ed. 
got into deep water, and conld not get 
out. Blume tried his best to rescue his 
friend by wading in ae far as he dared, 
and eeeing that he could not save him 
in the excitement he ran to the water 
works to telephone to the city. There 
were a number of boys in the water be- 
low the dam, but they were too fsr away 
to help. Joe Hartley and Harry Kepler 
got the body out on the bank, and an 
effort waa made to resuscitate the boy 
but it was a failure. 


THE INgUEST. 


At the inquest the following testimony 


was given: 


John Blame|testified: "We had been in 


the water about five minutes and I was 
sithog on the bank when Ed called for 
help and waved his hands. He then 
seemed to be trying to swim and watfcr 
WHB running in his mouth. I startec 
out to him but the water was deep and 1 
wc.s ofraid I would go under myself. '. 
saw him go down twice and then >vent to 
the water works to get help. When '. 
came back they hud brought the body 
out." 


Joe. Hartley testified: "I do not know 


the deceased. I did not see nim when 
he went down. When I got to the rive: 
somebody said a boy was drowned. . 
took off my clothes as quick as I coulc 
and went in. I felt his heel and then 
came up. I went down and pulled hirn 
out by the ankle. The water was abont 
seven feet deep," 


Harry Kepler testified to tho facts as 


told by Hartley. 
He eaul Schwantr's 


lips moved p. couple of times after they 
got him out. 


The jury returned a verdict of acci- 


dental drowning.

An interesting part of the trial was 


HEW COMET NOW HAS A COMPANION, 


Lick Observatory Professors Make 


an Important Discovery. 


Within tbe last few days tho Lick 


Observatory astronomers have ma le sev- 
eral important discoveries. One of these 
IB that the new comet really consists of 
two oomets with two d'stinot tail i. An- 
other discovery is the compositior of the 
bright line stars, and still another toe 
development of the fall viilue of Sohae- 
berhs' work in South America. It ap- 
pears, according to the photographic 
plates, that the comet has a companion. 
This important discovery was msde Fri- 
day by the Lick observers, and was only 
brought to light by a close examination 
of the photographic negatives Uken by 
Prof, Hussey. Tne second come, shows 
as a second condensation in the tad of the 
first comet, and is much smaller than the 
main body. Previously the olosett obuer-

NEW LUNACY LAW. 


A Cnang-e in the Commitment 


and Detention of the Insane. 


Among the laws passed by the last leg- 


.slature is one changing materially the 
one in relation to the commitment and 
detention of lunatics. It went into fcroe 
July 1, but doubtless most physicians 
and laymen ard ignorant of its provisions. 
Under the old system a trial in court be- 
fore a jury of sis, one o£ them a physi- 
cian, was necessary. Hereafter nei'.her a 
ury nor a hearing in open court wih be 
absolutely necessary. If ths person al- 
leged to be insane or any one acting for 
aim demands a jury trial then the re- 
quest must be granted ana the judge 
tias to appoint counsel to represent the 
alleged Innatio. But if the jury ia not 
asked for then it is left to the discretion 
of the judge whether there shall be OEO 
or whethbr the sanity of the patient 
shall be inquired into by a comniiesioa 
of two qualified physbsars ic regular 
practice selected by the court on account 
of their competency and integrity. 


Inquests in lunacy may hereafter be 


hald iu open court, in chambers, or (it 
the home ct the person alleged to be 
,nsane, at the discretion of the judge. 
Tb9 latter must preside wherever court 
may be held and the patient must be 
present. If proceedings are conducted 
m the court room the judge may require 
all except the patient, his friends, wit- 
nesses, licensed attorneys and olBcerg of 
the court to withdraw. 


It will be seen tbat whili) provision is 


made for the protection of every one 
against the danger of being sent to an 
asyJnin when not insane, the law is EO 
modified as not to require a family to 
make public the insanity of one of its 
members and to take him into a court 
room for the entertainment of idle spec- 
tators. 


The old law authorized the trustees of 


a state insane asylum to discharge a 
patient when they deem it advisable to 
do so. The new law authorizes discharge 
because the patient is cured, because his 
friends want him released and the super- 
intendent sees no danger, because he has 
so far improved as to be rible to take care 
of himself, or because he is incurable or 
harmless and his room is needed for 
others. Authority is also given to releste 
patients on parole for not over three 
months, and if not returned withia that 
time a new order of commitment is nec- 
essary.

William Newby, a former member of 
Company D., Fortieth Illinois infantry, 
and who his comrades thought was killed 
at Shiloh in 1802, is attracting wide atten- 
tion. The atory, in short, is that it was

that Newby was 


killed in the battle of Shiloh and his 
body identified and buried the next dny 
by his comrades.

months ago B demented being in the 
White conncy almshouse, in his Ineid 
moments, claimed his name was William 
Newby. 
The wife and sons of the sup- 


posed dead soldier still lived on the farm 
from which he went to the war, and being 
notified -jf the claims of the man in 
the almshouse, they went to see him and 
recognized him as 
the husband and 


father who was supposed lo have been 
killed; but he claimed that he was naver 
married. 
Talien to the farm be recog- 


nized many things, among which was 
his mothera grave, end eventually hie 
reason seemed to return entirely and he 
recalled his marriage and recognized 
Mrs. Newby as hia wife and took up his 
abode with the family. He claimed that 
he had been hit in the head by c. minnie 
ball in the battle, waa captiired, placed 
in prison and when releaeed was unable 
to

wanderer, and for thirty years tramped 
from jail to jail, and from alms-house to 
alms-house, at lust by accident landing in 
White county where he was recognized as 
before stated. Mrs. Newby bad been draw- 
ing a pension aa the widow cf William 
Newby, and of course na soon KS the 
above facts were made known her pen- 
sion was stopped by the commissioner of 
pensions, whereupon William Newby ap- 
plied for a pension und the pension de- 
partment at once set on foot an investi- 
gation of his claims und hna come to the 
conclusion that the claimant is 
not 


William Newby but an impostor and 
that he haila from Tennessee, and was 
there well known as Daniel Bentou or 
Rickety Dan," and that the scar on hia 
head which he claims is the result of a 
wound received at Shiloh is in fact the 
result of an injury received by a board 
falling upon him while at work as a car- 
penter, and that he waa not in the 
army at all. Hundreds of witnessoa 
have been summoned from White county 
and also from Tennessee. Among them 
are Mrs. Newby, who will testify that the 
man is none other than her lawful hue- 
band, and Mrs. Benton, of Tennessee, 
who will testify that the man is Daniel 
Benton, her lawful husband. The gov- 
ernment is prosecuting for attempt to 
secure n pension by false representation, 
and the defendant has able counsel rep- 
resenting him. If the person ie not Wil- 
liam Newby, as he claims to be, both 
women will lose him as a husband, as he 
will be imprisoned. But the story told 
by the claimant is not an unreasonable 


one,

A Practical Problem, 


Some one writing to the Chicago 


Intur-Oceun about the present condition 
of business makes the following sugges- 
tions, which those people who think the 
policies of political parties have nothing 
to do with the prosperity of the country 
might uo well to study as the basis for 
better and broader thought touching 
political economy: 


It appears probable, to many mindi, 


the general estimate of the cause of the 
financial reaction now prevailing ia widely 
at fault. That the spending of a mere 
bagatelle of 84,500,000 a mputh should 
cripple the energies of this rich and 
grer.t country, whether for silver, wheat 
or old rags, or if dumped in the sea, in 
any perceptible degree, is simply incon- 
ceivable; it is therefore a fair inference 
that the coning congress may repeal the 
Sherman law, or doable it, without con- 
siderably affecting economic conditions 
for the better or the worse. 


The roal reason for the shadow of com- 


ing hard times, as it presents itself to me, 
goes much further, is of far greater mag- 
nitude, and if anything plainer. It can 
best be explained by a theoretical case, 
of which the truth can be judged meas- 
urably as well by one as another. 


Suppose 1,000,000 men, unemployed in 


industries, are to be thrown ont of work, 
that each was adding to the wealth of 
the country 50 cents per day by his work 
of his hands, and 810 by means of natural 
forces and machinery set in motion by 
capital to supplement his efforts, and 
that the latter ceases with the former, the 
loss to the country, or the community, 


-onltl be 810,000,000 per day, over 8250,- 


OCO.OOO per month, more than six years' 
purchase of silver under the Shermnn 
law. 
Let all cease and nil the people 


would be in direst poverty within one 
year, anu all would starve to death with- 
in three. 


1'erhape a million men have not been 


thrown ont of employment so far by the 
good old Democratic times; 
perhaps 


each was not producing ten and a half 
dollars per day toward the necessities, 
comforts, luxuries, follies and reserves of 
the country; perhaps more men have 
quit than 
machinery proportionately; 


grant nil this, and still it remains that 
many have quit, much machinery been 
stilled, and production much lessened, 
most certainly to the loss of more dimes 
than purchasing silver costs cents; hence 
the shadow of hard times with the sub- 
stance looming black in the near dis- 
tance. 


WHILE northern Democratic papers 


are claiming that the change in the na- 
tional administration has nothing to do 
with the present financial troubles, the 
southern press is not so quick to reject 
the charge, After reviewing the situa- 
tion the Atlanta Constitution says:

the Trades and Lnbcr Assembly cf Chi- 
cago last Sunday endorsing ths pardon 
ot the Anarchists, 


Labor organizations like other organi- 


zations are powerless to keep bad and 
designing men oat of them and even to 
prevent such men from sometimes be- 
coming leaders. The Linggs, the Par- 
conn, the Sohwaba, and all that breed of 
revolutionists and assassins belonged to 
labor organizations and claimed to be 
the friendo of labor, yet not one of them 
ever toiled unless it was in the manu- 
facture of dynamite bombs, and every 
one of them was an Anarchist.

an example of their teaching. Parsons 
in his speeches which led up to the Hay- 
market assassination and subsequently 
to the gallows for him and some of big 
fellows and to the penitentiary for oth- 
ers, Btr.d:

down part of his wages, buy a Colt's 
navy revolver, a Winchester rifle and 
learn how to make and use dynamite. 
Then raise the flag of rebellion, the scar- 
let banner of liberty, fraternity, equality, 
and strike down to the earth every tyrant 
that lives upon this globe. Until this is 
done, you will continue to be robbed, to 
be plundered, to be at the meroy of the 
privileged few; therefore agitate for the 
purpose of organization, organize for 
the purpose of rebellion, for wage-slaves 
have nothing to lose but their chains. 


Others made similar speeches. If the 


Trades and Labor Assembly by the fol- 
lowing resolution meant to endorse the 
sentiment *f such speeches, then they 
are as much in sympathy with anarchy 
as Altgeld has shown himself to be. Here 
is the resolution: 


That we applaud his [Altgeld'sJ re- 


iteration of the rights of the people to 
peacefully assemble for the discussion of 
euoh grievances ae they may assume 
they labor under; that theyjthemselves 
must be the judge of the extent of suoh 
grievances and of the means necessary 
for the abolition of the name, unaided 
by spies from within or brutal or ignor- 
ant invasion from foes without. 


This resolution is quoted from Alt- 


geld'a pardon message, in which be ;'.r- 
gned the right of anarchists to meet and 
deliver such speeches and which Justus 
Schwab, of New York, says hts mate- 
rially strengthened the cause of anarchy. 
The meeting of the Trades' and Labor 
assembly was a thin meeting, evidently 
acting in obedience to the wishes of John 
P. Altgeld, and was an attempt of hot- 
heads to mule it appear that laboring- 
men endorse his contribution to revolu- 
tion. No honest, loyal, intelligent labor- 
ingman has yet, and co one will apolo- 
gize Cor anarchy. Honest laboringmen 
and honest people are not in the busi- 
ness of calling meetings, where suoh 
speeches as anarchists make are ap- 
plauded, peaceable and proper meetings.

four of whom shun be women, and the 
superintendent of the home must be a 
womnn. Juvenile female offenders be- 
tween the ages of 10 and 16 years may 
be sentenced to the home for H term not 
less than one your nor beyond their ma- 
jority. Justices' courts aa well as courts 
of record may send female offenders to 
the home. Girls committed to the home 
must be educated and taught in the do- 
mestio avocations such as sewing and 
knitting, and in all branches of house- 
keeping. 
The trustees must be ap- 


pointed during the month of July nnd at 
once proceed to choose a site and erect a 
building. 


An even half million of dollars was 


appropriated for the purchase of ma- 
chinery, tools and materials to keep the 
prisoners employed m the tfl 
&' ies, and 8100,000 more, beside 
per annum, was appropriated to tbe re- 
formatory at Pontiao for the same pur- 
pose.

bitant rates of interest i>ud tmsjoml dis- 
trust, that the banks of each state or- 
ganize themselves into u general guaran- 
tee loan or clearing associati ID, with 
headquarters at its tinu'jcml center, for 
the purpose that when the BE iocmtion 
feels that suliioient cash is not in ci'cu- 
lation in the state absolutely i.eeessary 
for its commercial purposes a bank in 
the association may apply to tun associa- 
tion for a ninety days' loan. If the asso- 
ciation ftele the situation justifies the 
loan being made and approves the col- 
lateral, tno association accept E'ime, nnd 
against it isimes to the gover iment its 
ninety days' debenture bond ot note nt 
0 per cent interest. 
The gover jmeut on 


receipt of this bond or note of the asso- 
ciation delivers currency for the face 
amount, and the aesociation df livers the 
same to the bank for whom tht loan was

Let the bank association of eacli 
state enact its own laws and rules gov- 
erning itself.

It not only cuts off an immenae amount 
of business from St, Louis agents, but it 
also deprives the state of several thous- 
and dollars in taxes to which it ia really 
ntui.d. The new law provides that no 
agent or person a r.on-raeident of the 
tate of Illinois can writs an insurance 
>olicy in the state, and now the policies 
must be written by resident agents, duly 
icensert by the state of Illinois. The 
jenalty imposed for the violation of the 
aw is the expulsion of the particular 
company whose policy was issued, and 
no more policies for that company can 


issued in the state by any of its 
agents.

The department of agricultni e at Wash- 


in gton is investigating a ne v kind o 
uwindlo which haa been brought to ita 
attention by a number of victims. 
Tbe 


scheme ie intended to lleeoefbrmere, and 
consists of a "giltedge butter c impound," 
which is being advertised thr mgh agri- 
cultural newspapers and also I >y circulars 
and postal cards. 
Accordhg to tbe 


advertisements a pinch of the compound 
put in a churn with one pound ot soft 
butter will transfer tbe latter into two 
pounds of good butter. 
The compound 


j is simply pepsin. 
Mixed wi'h butter it 


produces an emulsion which Doubles the 
butter to take up an equal weight of 
milk without altering its appearance 
materially. Any other digestive ferment, 
snob as rennet, will accomplifh tbe same 
result. 
The "compound" IE sold at the 


rate of 82.50 fcr a two ounon box, the 
actual value being about three cents. 
One disadvantage of its use is tbat 
butter manufactured in tbe way de- 
scribed quickly spoils. It ie i.n adultera- 
ted food product, and should be pro- 
hibited by law. One firm bis declared
